In the year:."^;.") the people call- 
ed Methodists were encouraged 
and stimulated in their christian 
work by the presence of a regular 
pastor among them.. The Georgia 
Annual Conference of the Medio 
(list Episcopal Church, whieh had 
existed nearly fifty years , : in the 
state, appointed Henry P. Fitch- 
ford to the Dahlonega Mission in 
1835, being the first preacher sent 
to this charge. In 1886 John D. 
Chappell was seat. ffl. S. Wil- 
liams in lr}37. Winsor (3-rabain 
sent in 1838. In 1839 D. L. Pals 
lew and J. B. Jackson. W. S. Wil- 
liams and Reubin Oslin in 1840. 
During these first years such men 
asW. J. Parks and J. WalkerGlenn 
were presiding elders. The best 
information that can be .obtained 
Henry P..Pitchf oixPfirst organized 
the church in i-1885. The class was 
in part the following persons: Mil- 
legajaP.

I-n> the year 1839, 'Dec. 17, a deed 
was made in fee simple to adet of 
land in Dahlonega to the Trustees 
of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church upon which to build a 
house, of -worship. About the year 
1840 a church house was erected 
40 by 30 feet. As early as the year 
1853 there was twenty feet added 
and well plastered making the 
house 60 by 30, in whieh the Meth- 
odists of Dahlonega still worship. 
In 1899, during the pastoral of W. 
T. Hunnieutt, the church was re- 
modelled and improved. .The shade 
trees wore planted around the 
ehurch by Dr. M.[F. Stephenson, 
This was then called the Chcros 
kee district and extended from 
Newnan, Coweta county,, to 
Clarkesville, Ga. Dr. J. Walker 
Glenn was the. presiding elder in 
charge of ! the district. 

InH848 Rev.- Wm. A. Smith, as- 
sisted by J. D. Anthony, hold a 
most, remarkable revival. There 
were many conversions and acces- 
sions to the church. In 1850 Rev. 
Geo. Bright conducted a revival 
meeting in which over one' hun*.

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The Trusts and the People.

The largo trusts and combina- 
tions already formed and being for- 
med by aggregations of capital arc 
considered hurtful to the masses 
and the common people. This is a 
theory. Theoretically, a thing may 
be so, and practically it may be very 
untrue. When we speak of trusts 
and combines we think of the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust, the Sugar Trust, the 
Tobacco Trust, etc. When the 
Standard Oil Trust was formed I 
was paying forty cents a gallon for 
kerosene oil; I am getting it now 
for ten cents a gallon. I was pay- 
ing twelve and one-half cents for 
sugar several years ago, but when 
the combines set in we got it at five 
and one-quarter. When the Whis- 
ky Trust was organized I was in 
hopes it would put up whisky 
where the poor deyils couldn't get 
it, but they have seemed to cheapen 
that down to where they can pay 
the government $1.15 a gallon rev- 
enue oi> it and yet sell it for §1.27 
which demonstrates that, they arc 
making it and letting the public 
have it at about twelve and one- 
half cents a gallon. 

There is nodoubt about the aggre- 
gation of wealth, with brums con- 
trolling it, that they can manufact- 
ure any article cheaper than it is or 
has been manufactured on a small 
scale. The great railroad combiuas 
tions, many think, will eat us up 
blood rare. Occasionally I get on 
a little jerkwater road that is nor. 
in the combination, and I want to 
double my accident policies and bo 
satisfied with a 15-mile-an-hour gait 
and console myself with the idea 
that 1 can ride all day for a dollar; 
but when. I get on the Pennsyi vania 
or Vanderbilt system of roads, 
with their schedules forty miles an 
hour, yestibule trains, with parlor 
cars, sleeping cars, dining cars, I 
have a hotel on wheels carrying me 
towards my destination, and all 
this for about t-wp cents a mile. 
Give me the road that is in the 
combine to carry me where I urn 
going. 

Public sentiment is the safeguard 
which is thrown around all aggre- 
gations of wealth and all combina- 
tions, of interest. The Standard 
Oil, the railroad combinations 
the Sugar Trust arc as sensi- 
tive to public sentiment as the snow 
bank to the rays of the sun. 
Trusts and combines will not hurt 
the public, but stockholders and 
bondholders may suffer later on 
when these groat bulk}'- institutions 
become unwieldy and fall with 
their own weight. Fifty thousand 
men in the United States, perhaps 
not more, arc interested in the great 
trusts of the country. Those 50,- 
000 men know that there are 70,s 
000,000 of other people in America 
and their wisdom teaches them 
where boundary lines are, over 
which tbey cannot go without peril 
to themselves and disaster to their 
business. No combination now 
says "damn the public," but they 
have their weathercocks out on ev- 
ery prominent cupola watching 
how the wind blows. 

Of course, political capital can be 
made out of such formation of 
wealth, and social orders may raise 
the black flag to .fight them ; but I 
am a thousand times more afraid of 
demagogues and politicians than I 
am afraid of trusts and combines. 
Good government — which means 
not only the well- being of the citi- 
zen, but the overthrow of all that 
will hurt the citizen- -depends upon 
good men in office, and we had bet- 
ter pay less attention to what we 
call trusts and combitations and 
more attention to those whom we 
elect to office in the municipal, 



State and national governments. 
Mr. Stead, in his book "If Christ 
Came to Chicago," speaks of the 
"Big Four of Chicago," and says of 
them that "their methods are clean 
and their transactions are honest, 
but that iii the road of their success 
lies the Liood and bones of the vic- 
tims over whom they haye run to 
success." The successful man or 
combination moans the downfall of 
other men and other combinations. 
One preacher is preaching to 5000, 
twenty preachers around him con- 
| skier seyenty-five a full house, and 
a hundred a perfect jam.; one phy- 
sician making §10,000 a year, and 
forty little doctors in the neighbor- 
hood not making their grub. A 
Wanamaker selling $50,000,000 a 
year means many little merchants 
applying for clerkships in his store. 
It is the survival of the fittest, it 
may be. When God made this 
world He made mountains tower- 
ing into the clouds and valleys be- 
low the level of the sea; He made 
lakes and oceans; He spread out the 
prairies of the West and piled up 
Mountains around the little yallys 
along the ranges of the Rockies 
and the Alleganies. In the ocean's 
waters we find whales and some 
very small fishes, and when the 
whales come along the little fish 
have to hide out. I have traveled 
over this country from ocean to 
ocean, and from Montreal to Gal- 
veston, annually for twenty years. 
I have watched the progress of 
events and the processions as they 
marched. I haye yet to kuow of a 
single instance where combines 
and truts hurt the masses or per- 
manently raised the price of any 
product. I am a thousand times 
more willing to deal with the trusts 
and combines and purchase their 
products than I am to put my 
money into their institutions and 
imperil my holdings, consciouc of 
their wants of stability andfeariug 
their final downfall. 

Of course, these great combina- 
tions affect legislation, if they do 
not control it in many instan- 
ces; but while they may procure 
legislation in their own interest, 
yet they have one eye upon public 
sentiment all the time, conscious 
that they can so just so far and no 
farther. Here and there they have 
shutdown a manufactory or closed 
up an institution and affected some 
indiyiduals, but we are not looking 
from that standpoint. When wo 
look at the 70,000,000 of our polus 
lation, we say they are only pro- 
curing cheaper and buying for less 
money these products than the}'' 
could have done under other cir- 
cumstances. 

With the final disintegration 
of. trusts and combines— will ins 
evitably come when financial dis- 
aster and shrinkage of values shall 
come— of course, the surplus of 
their product will be thrown upon 
the market, 'and only the stock- 
holders in these trusts and com- 
bines will suffer. As sure as -that 
the sun shines, whenever any insti- 
tution becomes unwildy because of 
its size and bulk, it will finally fall 
of its own weight. 

I am an expansionist, and I bos 
lieve that one of the causes of the 
stringency and shrinkage of values 
in this country is because wo have 
not gone out over the seas 
with our products as we should 
have done. While there is a de- 
mand for our products of the farm 
and manufactory of this country 
there will always bo plenty of 
money; but when wheat and corn 
and cotton and all kinds of 
manufactures arc a drug on the 
market, and no demand for them, 
then we hayo stringency and hard 
times. But when the highways 
over the seas shall be laden with 
our product into foreign countries, 
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and the gold is brought back in the f 
ships, then we shall flourish per- \ 
enni.dly. These great combina- i 
tions are the only powers in this I 
country that can do this thing for!, 
us. A negro and an old mule can ! 
make corn and cotton; a 
with two hundred-dollar saw-mil! 
can make lumber; but only aggre- 
gations of wealth can build ships 
and open markets in foreign lands.
